The 
anchor that was taken up was again put out, 
but had aot been long in position before 
the chain parted, leaving us to depend on 
one anchor, w hich was not sufficient to 
stay the vessel from goiDg into the break­ 
ers. 
R ealizing th at the vessel w ould be 
wrecked it we w ent in shore, I ordered the 
m asts cut aw ay to stop h er progress, but 
the gale was m aster of the situation.

efforts were futile, and we drifted in shore. 
T he w haling bark W illiam Lew is was 
near, and by alm ost a superhum an effort 
we m anaged to get the crew on board of 
her, and abandoned the Pope. 
A t the 
tim e of tfcg accident the Pope bad on board 
about S:000 pounds of bone and sixty bar­ 
rels of sperm oil, valued at about 35.000, 
w hich, I believe, is covered by insurance.”

night he resigned on account of fam ily 
troubles. 
To others he Í3 said to have re­ 
m arked th at he loved his wife, w ith w hom 
he had not been living for som e tim e, and 
if he could not have her alive he would 
kill her and him self, too. 
H e th en w ent 
to w here his wife was staying, w here he 
spent the night. 
N othing m ore was seen 
of him until the tim e of the shooting. 
M rs. W holey died in the hospital to­ 
n ight.

M r. B laine' referred to a letter recently 
received from Iinbs. President of the late 
C onvention of M illers at M inneapolis, re­ 
ferring to th e excessive (Julies on A m eri­ 
can flour in Cuba, and stating that the 
A m ericans w ould be unable to retain any 
part of the Cuban flour trade unless innne- 
Idiate relief is secure . 
In view of these 
facts, says Mr. Blaine, is it possible that a 
protectionist Congress can even th in k of 
opening our m arkets to Cuba's products 
free, w hiie allow ing a great w estern indus­ 
try to be absolutely excluded from her 
m arkets by a prohibitory tariff? 
W ith reciprocity the W est can annually 
sell m any hundred thousand barrels of 
flour in Cuba and Porto Rico, together with 
a large m ass of other agricultural products. 
W ithout reciprocity she will be driven 
m ore and m ore from these m arkets. 
Giv­ 
ing the fullest protection to all Eastern in ­ 
terests, as th e proposed tariff bill does, 
surely no m an of good judgm ent, certainly 
no protectionist of wise forecast, wishes to 
expose a W estern interest to a serious in ­ 
ju ry , especially when it is m anifestly easy 
to protect and prom ote it—m anifestly easy, 
because at this very tim e the Boards of 
Trade, Cham bers of Commerce and public 
opinion in H avana are dem anding recipro­ 
cal trade w ith the L’nited States. 
Certain wise men have asked h im , “ Can 
we sell farm products iu South Am erica 
when som e things are produced th ere?” 
Cereals are undoubtedly produced in the 
northernm ost portions of -South Am erica, 
but wise m en will rem em ber th at cereals 
and sugar do not grow in the sam e soil, 
and sugar countries of South and Cen­ 
tral A m erica and the W est Indies contain 
forty m illions of people, wbo im port the 
largest part of their breadstuffs. 
Indeed, 
tbe largest portion of the sugar product of 
Latin A m erica is at our doors, and we can 
greatly enlarge our exchanges there if 
Congress will give us an opportunity for a 
reciprocal trade. 
A nother class observe th at they w ant 
tim e to study the system . 
To this I m ight 
reply th at the best m ethod of studying the 
system is to observe its practical w orkings. 
W hile studying in the abstract and refusing 
to take sam e object lessons, these gentle­ 
m en propose to open our m arkets to Latin- 
Am erican m arkets free of all charge, w ith­ 
out asking the L atin-A m erican countries 
to give us in tu rn som e freedom in their 
m arkets. 
T he object lesson before us is the treat­ 
m ent of the sugar question. 
S hall we 
m ake tne L atin-A m enean countries a gift 
of th at trade ? 
W hen we have studied that 
lesson we shall be prepared for a second. 
The worst proposition of all is put forth 
by those who say. “ Let us put sugar on the 
free list now. and next year take up the 
subject of reciprocity.” 
If I un erstand their logic, it is to m ake 
sugar free this year w ithout condition, and 
n^x t year to ask Spain if she w ill not 
kindly 
consent to grant us a reciprocal 
trade. H olding a com plete vantage ground 
them selves, the proposed policy transfers 
the vantage ground to Spain. 
Those who 
take this ground belong to th at class of 
careful guardians of property w ho prepare 
a strong lock for th e stable after the horse 
is gone. 
I do hot m ean in anything I have said 
to im ply that reciprocity is only a western 
interest. 
It will prove 
beneficial 
and 
profitable both to the farm and shop. 
The m any form s by w hich our business 
interests will be prom oted by reciprocity 
cannot be know n until the active com ­ 
m ercial men of the U nited States have 
developed those forms by 
investigation 
and experience. 
W e shall not realize the 
full benefit of the policy in a day, nor a 
year; but shall we, therefore, throw aw ay 
countless m illions of trade in addition to 
sixty m illions we have already throw n 
away, and then ignorantly declare w ithout 
it th at the system won’t w ork finally ? 
T here is one fact th at should have great 
weight, and especially w ith th e protection­ 
ists. 
Every free trader in the Senate voted 
against reciprocity, the free trade papers 
throughout the country show ing a deter­ 
m ined hostility to it. I t is evident th at the 
free trade Senators and free trade papers 
have specific reasons for their course. They 
know and feel th at with a system of reciproc­ 
ity established and growing, th eir policy of 
free trade receives a m ost serious blow. 
T he protectionist w ho opposes reciprocity 
in the form in w hich it is now presented, 
knocks aw ay one of the strongest supports 
of his system . 
T he enactm ent of reciproc­ 
ity is the safeguard of protection. 
Defeat 
of reciprocity is the opportunity of free 
trade.

it is said that the widow of General 
Barrundia has gone to Mexico to consult 
President Diaz, and lay before him certain 
papers proving that Barrundia had taken 
out preliminary certificates of intention to 
become a Mexican citizen, and that there­ 
fore he was entitled to Mexican protection. 
It is added that if this proves to be true, 
Mexico will demand satisfaction 
from 
Guatemala for the death of Barrundia. 
A ll of which is sheer nonsense. 
I f Bar­ 
rundia had any claim to protection be" 
cause of a sceret relation to Mexico, he 
did not advance it and had never mad^ it 
public. 
It not being known that lie was 
not a Guatemalan, that he had taken steps 
to forswear allegiance to his native land, 
how, in the name of common sense, can 
any one contort logic or international law 
so as to justify the opinion that Mexico 
may rightfully demand 
satisfaction of 
Guatemala for Barrundia’s death ? 
Yet 
we are told U at lawyers say President 
Diaz may and probably w ill do that thing, 
if it proves to be true that Barrundia was 
in the probationary state of Mexican citi­ 
zenship. 
To telegraph snch nonsense 
across the continent is a waste of time and 
the electric current. 
Side by side with this absurd story of 
Barrundia s secret citizenship in Mexico, 
is another to the effect that a United 
Ssates Senator has written that the United 
States Minister to Central America w ill 
be required to resign, because public opin­ 
ion is so deep and strong against him in 
the United States on account of the Bar­ 
rundia matter. 
The truth is that there 
has not been any such expression of public 
opinion. 
We have no special regard for 
the Minister, but simple justice demands 
that his official action be defended, since 
it was right action, and lias innumerable 
precedents. 
H e did precisely what, under 
the law, lie was compelled to do, in the 
Barrundia affair, and to have refused to do 
as he did would have been official miscon­ 
duct. 
The American people love justice; a 
trait of American character is a love for 
fair play. 
In this case the very few only 
have run away with the idea that the deck 
of an American ship in a foreign port is a 
haven of refuge for local offenders. 
The 
great mass of our people well understand 
that such is not the law, and should not 
be. 
They know also that the American 
Minister could not otherwise advise the 
Captain of the Acapulco than he did, 
without gross violation of' duty. 
They 
know besides that the Minister secured 
from Guatemala a pledge that Barrundia’s 
. life should be spared, and that Barrundia’s 
death is chargeable to his own folly in 
firing upon the officers. 
We do not admire Minister Mizner, we 
repeat, and think him a greatly over-rated 
man, and one not equal to filling the im­ 
portant port he occupies, but we cannot 
remain s’lent when as an American offi­ 
cial he is misjudged. 
To reprove the 
Minister for his part in the Barrundia 
affair, in the light of the facts as now re­ 
vealed, wo:i'd be a national reproach, and 
a declaration to all citizens that they must 
accept posit; is abroad representing their 
country at the risk of being disgraced by 
their own land for simply doing their 
dear duty, and is removed in response to 
the hot-headed 
anil unintelligent cry of 
• i few newspapers and ill-lnfofmed people.

right of petition is a sacred one, not even 
denied by an enemy. 
It is of our history 
that a Congressman once presented a peti­ 
tion favoring the dissolution of the Union, 
though he was an uncompromising Union­ 
ist himself. 
The Trustees know that the people of 
the city want the electrical road. 
The 
grant has been surrounded by many condi­ 
tions ; one of them takes from the Courts 


o f the land the right to determine, if the 
road ever becomes dangerous to life or 
health, whether it should be pronounced a 
nui ance. 
It is asked that this proviso be 
amended so as to have the Courts pass upon 
any stirh possible issue. 
To this two of the 
Trustees oMe; t, 
and walk out of the 
Council Chamber. 
We submit that this is 
not becoming conduct; that what is asked 
is but reasonable, and that it has been pe­ 
titioned for properly, 
if the loss of the 
road results from 
the 
refusal of the 
Trustees fo hear and grant the petition, 
the city will be seriously injured; enter­ 
prise and capital will not soon again knock 
at our doors, and energetic men will de­ 
cline to make venturi's iu this community. 
I Ait the two Trustees who walked out 
and 
left 
the 
petitioners’ request un­ 
granted 
reflect that an appeal to the 
Courts is the proper resort to determine if 
a scientific apparatus in use in public roads 
is dangerous to human kind. 
Before our 
Ctsiits we try facts under the law, and do 
justice inner the accepted methods of de­ 
termining the truth. 
W hy should the 
Trustees refuse to trust such determination 
to the Courts instead of to a municipal 
board not judicial in character? 
We trust that cooler moments will bring 
wiser counsel, and that the electrical rail­ 
way w ill be promoted, not killed off.

The N orthern and Central California 
Press Association was called to order again 
by President Green yesterday morning at 
9:15 o'clock. 
J. E. Slinkey, of the Sausaiito Newt, was 
admitted to membership. 
The com m ittee appointed to nominate 
officers of the Association for the ensuing 
year, subm itted a report advising that last 
year’s officers be re-elected, by acclama­ 
tion, 
with one exception, a3 follow s: 
President, W. S. Green; Vice-President, 
G. M. 
Francis; 
Secretary, 
J. 
H. 
Rogers; 
Treasurer, 
General 
T. 
W. 
Sheehan; 
Executive Committee — Wick 
B. Parsons, Dr. Dodson, Allen B. Lemmon, 
Watson Chalmers and J. A 
Woodson. 
Mr. Francis was the new mem ber of the 
Board recommended. 
President 
Green, in a short address 
begged to be excused from acting as Chair­ 
man for the year. 
H e claimed he was nol 
well enough learned in parliam entary law 
to preside over such a body of intelligent 
men. He felt honored in having been of­ 
fered the office, but thought a man beaer 
qualified could have been selected. 
Dr. Dodson, of the Red Bluff Sentinel, 
thought the Association should be proud 
of its President, Mr. Green, and he felt 
sure that it would re elect him by a unani­ 
mous vote. 
Editor McPherson of the Santa Cruz 
Sentinel opposed the rep irt of the Comm it­ 
tee on Nominations iu a vigorous manner. 
He declared that he would not vole to 
elect any member of the Association to 
hold office for a second term. The hon­ 
orary positions ought to be divided up 
among the members. Although he had a 
great deal of respect for the present Presi­ 
dent, he could not conscientiously vote to 
retain him a second term. 
President Green said he felt him self 
placed in á very delicate position by Mr. 
McPherson’s remarks, and he again de­ 
clined to act fjr another term. 
Mr. Woodson moved to avoid all diffi­ 
culties by declaring that nominations be iu 
order for President. It was so ordered. 
Mr. Woodson then placed in nomination 
Rufus Shoemaker of the Grass Valley Tel­ 
egraph 
Mr McPherson nom inated Dr. Dodson of 
the Red Bluff Sentinel. The latter gentle­ 
m an declined. 
Mr. Green was then nominated, but he 
emphatically declined, 
and 
Mr. Shoe 
maker was unanim ously elected. 
He was 
escorted to the Chair by Messrs. Dodson, 
McPherson and Chalmers and made a 
brief address. He said he felt that he had 
been honored higher than he ever ex­ 
pected to be in his life. To be President of 
an association of newspapers was an honor 
and a position which he felt exceedingly 
proud to hold. H e thanked the Ass> cia- 
tton for the honor and hoped to be able to 
fill the position acceptably. 
G. M. Francis, of the Napa Register, was 
unanim ously elected Vice-President, T. 
W. Sheehan Treasurer, and J. H Rogers 
Secretary. 
The Executive Committee was ordered 
increased to seven, and the following gen­ 
tlemen were appointed to a c t: 
Wick B. 
Parsons, Dr. Dodson, Allen B. Lemmon, 
Watson Chalmers, J. A. Woodson. W. S. 
Green and D. McPherson. 
The by laws of the Association, as re­ 
vised by the committee and published in 
the R ecord -U nion yesterday, were taken 
up for passage. 
Editor Mason, of the Trnckee Republican, 
read a proposed substitute for Section 3 of 
the by-laws. The main change suggested 
in the amendment was that not more than 
one person connected with any one news­ 
paper be allowed to vote, but that they 
nave the rigut to become honorary m em ­ 
bers. The substitute was rejected. 
It was moved that the fielu for m em ber­ 
ship be extended so as to include all of the 
Pacific Coast 
States, but a vote being 
taken the amendm ent was lost. 
The 
by-laws, as revised, 
were then 
adopted. 
Mr. Woodson introduced the following 
resolution, which was adopted; 
Resolved, That in the interim of the sessions 
of the Association, the Executive G m unntee 
may adm it to tem 
eligible for mem 
m ay adm it to temporav m em bership auy person 
eligible for m em bership, and perm it the Asso- 
cia ioF s (Superintendent to deal with such per­ 
sons as members until they are regularly elected. 
It wa9 resolved that the next meeting of 
the Association be held in Napa, iu the 
month of March. 
Wick B. Parsons read the report of the 
Executive Committee, and it was listened 
to with interest by the members. 
It in ­ 
cluded a statement from Mr. Unlhorn, the 
Association’s 
Superintendent, reviewing 
his work since the organization. He esti­ 
mated the sm onnt of advertising he had 
gotten for the papers, and advised that al­ 
though business might be slack at times, 
that they stand up to their pledges and de­ 
mand full rates. The report also contained 
considerable good advice to the Association 
from the Executive Committee. 
After the report was adopted a general 
discussion was indulged in on matters that 
periained to the good of the society, after 
which a recess was taken till 2 p. m."

E ven in g Session. 
It was decided to dispense with the after 
noon session, and the Association was not 
called to order until 8 o’clock in the even­ 
ing to conduct the rem aining business. 
There was a small attendance at the meet­ 
ing. 
S. S. Boynton of the Oroville Register 
read the following programme on “ The 
Country Newspaper:” 
The country newspaper resembles a hom e’ y 
m au, because It’s a great dea! better than it 
looks; it's like a worn-in's boom -stick, for it's 
a more effective weapon than it appears. 
Country newspapers arc som ething like hand­ 
some young ladies, for they believe iu good im ­ 
pressions, love a new dress, like to be adm ired 
and expect to he taken. T hey resem ble calves 
in one respect, for while some are led upon new 
niiik and some upon skim m ilk, there are a 
good many that get uo m ilk at all, but have to 
tustle along upon grass alone 
The country 
newspaper that is published to benefit tfie coin­ 
m uni y. and not to enrich its owner, generally 
dies young and unlam ented—at least by the 
fraternity. The m an who does not run a news­ 
paper as he would auy other business, that is to 
make som ething out of it more than a liare liv­ 
ing, deserves neither sym pathy, subsciibcrs nor 
a tree pass on the railroad. 
Editors ought to pass a resolution som ething 
like this: Resolved, tnat the m an who pub­ 
lishes a country newspaper ior glorr. to help 
the com m unity, advauce the vatue’of lands, 
boom the town, elect his friends to office and 
him self poor. Is not a fit subject to belong to an 
editorial association. 
It is not our purpose this evening to pay 
fUlsome flattery to the press, nor to spend the 
tim e in eulogizlDg it. We desire to present 
som ething of a more practical nature; some­ 
thing that appeals more to your pocket than to 
your selfesteem, to lay before you some facts less 
pleasing to your pride than of service to your 
purse. 
All country newspapers m ust be supported 
from two sources, subscriptions and advertise­ 
m ents, and ot the two far tbe greater source of 
revenue m ust comejfrom advertisem ents. Now 
w hile each one recognizes the fact that all 
business m en in a town where a paper is pub­ 
lished receives some benefit from the paper, yet 
only half the business m en help support the 
local paper 
I-et me repeat that idea in an­ 
other form to impress you w ith it more strongly. 
Each man in every com m unity reaps a value 
from the publication of a new spaper in the 
town where he does business, yet only oue-haif 
the business men of California towns are ad­ 
vertisers In the local papers. 
The paper is all the tim e working for the best 
intt-rists of the town: it shows the advantages 
that your borne presents in comparison w ith 
other towns. It indicates to the country reader 
w hat lines of goods he can purchase there 
cheaper than he can by sending to some larger 
or more populous place. 
If a box factory Is started the local paper is 
the first to show the facilities to orchardists iu 
the vicinity. If a flouring m ill is built the 
country press is the first and most persistent to 
advocate the use of hom e-m ade flour. If a 
wagon factory is put in operation, or a iruit 
cannery started, or a broom factory sets to work, 
the local paper is the first to lend a helpit g 
hand and continues the most powertul and per­ 
sistent agent in m aking known the advantage 
your tow n presents In these various lines. 
Hence we say a newspaper is constantly h elp ­ 
ing and benefiting each business m an in the 
place w here it is published. But we repeat, 
scarcely one-half of the business m en respond 
by supporting the oc 
paper by using it as an 
* 


advertising medium. 
Some figures w ill sub­ 
stantiate what we hare stated. 
In Oroville there are three bakeries, but only 
one of them shouts aloud through the papers 
that brown bread and fak ed beans can oe fur­ 
nished on Sunday m ornings. So far as tbe other 
two are concerned, they are as dum b as a h en ­ 
pecked husband on washing day. We have 
three boot aud shoe stores, but only one regu­ 
larly patronizes the local papers. 
We have live 
grocery stores: of which two advertise regularly, 
two never advertise, and one does 60 occasion­ 
ally. 
. 
W ation Chalmers, of the Chico Enterprise, in ­ 
forms us that his town is blest w ith seven doc­ 
tors aud dam ned w ith six lawyers, aud that 
wnile five of the former m ake known th eir 
ability to cure or kill, there is but one of the 
latter who proclaims his w illingness to draw up 
a w ill or prepare a bill—of divorce. Thus only 
six out of tliirt en are advertisers. 
Frank Johnson, the business m anager of the 
Marysville Appeal, inform s us that his city has 
eight livery stables, yet only three indicate to 
the public through the colum ns of the papers 
that they are doing business. 
In the same city 
are eight m anufacturing establishm ents, but 
only two of these m ake it known that they have 
goods to sell. F rank Swazey, of the Redding 
Free Press, tells us th at his town eontaius twen- 
ty-seveu saloons; one would suppose among 
these there would be keen and active com pe­ 
tition. yet only four m ake known to the thirsty 
m an that they have som ething hot on a cold 
day aud som ething cold on a hot one. 
We can duplicate these figuresirom Red Blufl'. 
Colusa. Willows. Yuba Ci'v. Lodi, W heatland, 
Auburn, and nearly every other town in this 
n an of the Stale, so ycusee we have kept w ith­ 
in b .unds. 
But vou all recognize the facts and 
I need not dw ell upon them . 
You rem em ber 
the Irishm an over in Nana who objected to a 
Democratic barbecue ou Ft iday, because, said 
he. "the hift ot the Democratic party don't ate 
m ate ou Friday." Now. gent em eu, the reason 
why the “hift 
of the busim ss m en don’t p at­ 
ronize ns better is because they don't reai ze the 
va lie of advertising. They have never been 
brought iu contact with other m erchants who 
know how to m ake use of the local papers in a 
way th at pays them well. 
borne one has wittily said that d iug business 
w ithout advertising is like w inking at a pretty 
girl in the dark: he knows he is winking, but 
how the devil does she know it? T oom auy 
California ineichants are like the young m an— 
they are w inking iu the dark. 
The first serious 
business, .theu. th at we ought to undertake, is 
to educate our business m en in this line; to 
m ake them know the value of our colum ns in 
briugiug them trade. They don’t patronize us 
because they d -n 't think it pays them . Make 
them understand th at each dollar invested in 
advertising brings them back three or four in 
trade, and they will fill your papers w ith profit­ 
able ads. every week 
I dou’i care w hat plan 
you take to illustrate this to your people—some 
will take one plan and some another—it is im ­ 
m aterial as long as you reach the end iu view. 
It's part y our tatiit in this m atter. 
We let 
them run an ad. for a year or two without 
a change. In one paper 1 note an ad. for rub­ 
ber boots still running in m id-sum m er. In the 
n ext is one advertising spting styles, though 
the season has loug been passed, 
iii a third is 
a holiday card, though th e ’ m erchant is just 
getting in goods for the Fourth ot July. Some 
m erchants, unless their attention was called to 
it, would never change the style of their ad. 
from the tim e it was inserted till they failed in 
business or the paper suspended. 
This then, is one of the points upon w hich 
we ought to counsel trgeiher. 
To devise some 
plan that w ill bring th e local papers better Nip­ 
pon from the business men o f each com m unity, 
aud any ideas or suggestions from members 
upou this subject w ill he of value to the m ajor­ 
ity of country editors who are here to-day. 
It is a fact to be regretted th at in m aking his 
paper a success more depends upon the taet 
aud skill of the editor as a business m anager 
than upon his ability and talent as a writer. 
liunniDg a country new spaper is a m atttr of 
dollars rather than of ideas, of quick collec­ 
tions than ol gooff w ritings—a m atter of busi­ 
ness aptitude in place of cleverness aud taste in 
a literary sense. 
Ydu may be a m an cf capac­ 
ity. one’ who is weil r« ad, a brilliant writer, 
and yet be surpassed as an editor by a m an of 
common attainm ents. Now in most country 
offices tne editor m ust be at once editor, busi­ 
ness m anager and bill coi.eetor, and, bear in 
m ind, that of the three the last is the most im ­ 
portant. 
No m atter how m uch your paper m ay earn, if 
it is not collected prom ptly you are always be­ 
hind and in trouble financially. A pi per with 
a first-class business m anager and a third-class 
editor can succeed, but rever.-e these conditions 
and a failure will be ceitain to toliow. 
No paper can m ake headw ay where there is a 
lack of business judgm ent, good sense’aud cheek 
to collect w hat is due. Some one has said that 
sn advertisem ent is b .tte r than an idea. Aud 
another th at to run a country newspaper suc­ 
cessfully you must be judiciously tim id and 
about three-fourtbs coward. We don't agree 
w ith the old skying of whoop it up, not because 
it is right, but because it pays, yet there is a 
grain of iruth in it. In o tte r words, th e paper 
m ust be run from the business office, and not 
from the editorial sanctum , for you are not pub­ 
lishing a paper to present your own ide s. but 
to m ake a living 
No grocer or hardw are dealer 
cou d continue long in business if he persisted 
in keeping for sale not w hat the people de» 
m auded, but just wr.at he desired to sell. The 
same id* a holds true iu new spaper work 
The average newspaper repre>ent« the aver­ 
age m an; a high tone of m oralizing, without 
local news or gossip, would he valueless to him . 
The prize fights aud the horse races aud the 
gam e ol baseball games m ay not suit you, but 
remcmiier you ere not printing just w hat you 
like, nut v, ru t the people desire to read. The 
failure to recognize this fact has lead to the 
suspension oí m any a newspaper. 
foreign news, and even the telegraphic dis­ 
patches, cutjbut little figure in a country news­ 
paper. A friend in Nevada paid $:WQ in three 
m onths for press dispatches and gained six 
subscribers. 
He then hired a m an, paying him 
SSO f ir local work and obtained thirty sub­ 
scribers. In one case they cost the editor £59 
each, and iu the second but ? each. 
One iailure in the business m anagem ent of 
country newspapers is iu giving too cheap rates 
on long advertisem ents. 
I know there is quite 
a difference of opinion on this poiut, but perm it 
me to call your attention to some figures pre­ 
sented by George P. Rowell, the well-known 
advertising sgent. He w as addressing those 
who advertised exreusively, aud said : "In a 
country newspaper it cos s only double for 
twelve m onths w hat it costs for'hrc-e m onths. 
It costs for three m onths just double w hat it 
does for one mouth, it while it costs but little 
more for a m onth than it does for a w eek.” 
In 
other words, the country editor w ill run an ad­ 
vertisem ent fur a whole year for just four tim es 
w hat he w ill charge tor á single week 
To put it into figures, if we charge the adver­ 
tiser fifty cents tor one week, we will run his 
advertisem ents for a whole year fortw o do lars. 
Our Association is helping us to rectify these 
business errors and m istakes 
It wiU be tim e and effort throw n away to a t­ 
tem pt to tell any gentlem an here how to edit a 
country newspaper. Yet as I am your tem po­ 
rary spokesman I will briefly indicate w hat 1 
deem the essential points of success in this d i­ 
rection. 
In the first place, don't w rite too m uch. A 
good editorial ought to be like desert at dinner 
—the very best there is. Keep in m ind that 
able w riting is one thing and successful editing 
quite another. It you feel th a t vou m ust write 
editorials m ake them short. Ten m en read a 
half colum n w here one does a full colum n, aud 
five will read a "stick" where one wtli peruse a 
half colum n of m atter. Condensation ought to 
be the m otto of every country editor, fur five 
editors can write a good halt colum n w here one 
can prepare a brief pointed paragraph. Say as 
m uch as possible in the fewest words. A re­ 
porter when angrily asked by the m anaging 
editor "w hy the devil didn't you m ake this 
shorter?" replied, " I didn't have tim e ” He 
was correct. 
It takes more tim e and labor to 
write a g od tw enty-line item then to lcosely 
write on- that will fill the third of a colum n. ’ 
If you have private quarrels keep them out 
your paper. Avoid offensive 
fur In the end you will lose by 
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of your paper. Avoid offensive personalities, 
lose by them. 
Weigh 
well the m atter you select, as Henry Watterson 
said. Indeed the m ere w riting part of editing 
a paper is but a sm all portion oi the work. An 
editor m ust have a gw d share of common 
sense, for a three-line item of gossip iu one 
issue can do m ore misch-.ei th an a colum n ed i­ 
torial can do good iu the next. Equal;/.- your 
Items; don't give tw enty lines to one item a ■ d 
five P> another fully a- im portant. Beware of 
hobbies; precept is easier than exam ple in this 
respect. 
Don’t im itate the Register aud fill your 
p a p e rw ith eitiu sartie.es till your readers sour 
upon them , nor give them an overdose ot olive 
oil, like my friend l.awson of the Appeal; nor too 
m uch Irrigation, like the a tle bun of Colusa. In 
other words, don't attem pt to m entally fatten 
your readers upon single dishes. Give them a 
judicious blending of law. m oralitv, polities, 
m ining, stock-rais.ug and fruit-growing, and be 
careful to keep away from the hobbies aud out 
of th e ruts. 
. 
. . . . . . 
How to gain new subscribers is a question that 
puzzles most country editors. The m erit ol 
your paper, the fact that you labor zealously for 
your town or district, cuts but little figure in the 
m atter of gaining new nam es 
As an illustra­ 
tion no papers in this State have labored more 
iudustriously to advance the fruit interests of its 
section than the P lo v e r Republican and Marysville 
Appeal yet we doubt 1Í tw enty new subscribers 
have been added to their lists In consequence 
of this enterprise 
Ko paper could have urged 
the irrigation interests of Colusa with more 
zeal and ability than the Sun. yet it is more 
than possible the Sun in consequence has lost 
rather than gained subscribers. 
At Oroville we have gained some reputation 
in consequence ot orange-planting, yet in a sin­ 
g le se a so n , when the Register first agitated this 
question, we lost twenty-five subscribers In one 
year because men believ d it w as wronz to urge 
people to come there and p>laut orange trees. 
High 11 erary ability is no guarantee that sub­ 
scribers will be added to your list. The fact 
th at you print a bright, clean and newsy sheet 
will help you greatly. 
Giving the county news as far as possible w ill 
do better than anything else; the careful atten ­ 
tion to piersonals will gain you m any subscribers; 
w riting up a m an's busiaess or his larm or 
orchard once iu a while will bring oihers. but 
direct solicitation will beat all these. The lead 
ing pape rs dcpiend upon personal canvass, aud 
if you want a m an to take your paper you must 
ask him todo so. 
In conclusion, to call your attention to a point 
too often overlooked. The country newspapes 
Ism .tw h a: the editor m akes it, but w bal the 
business men of the com m unity where it Is 
published m ake it. 
The brightest aud most 
wide-awake editor on the Pacific coast cannot 
publish a first class paper In Rocky Gulch or at 
Poker Flat if those places are dead and dull, 
and the business men take no interest in the 
same 
The local paper is rather an index of the 
town than of the editor, it the bu-iuess men 
of the town give a paper a liberal support, that 
papier will be a credit to th e place, will be 
bright and newsy, and will euhaure th e ia lu e 
of every m an's piropierty iu the place. Outhe 
other hand, if the business men do not assist,

Paris and Vienna to his darkened rooms 
and hidden music; the Count St. Germain, 
declaring him self 300 years old and pro­ 
fessing the occult science of diamond man­ 
ufacturing ; 
Brahmins, and finally St. 
Maurice, pretending to open converse with 
sylphs and salamanders for the benefit of 
Mmes. Du Main and De Tencin. 
Theoso- 
phists, Buddhists, clairvoyants, somnam­ 
bulists, etc., seem, however, to be as much 
in vogue to-day and as cordially petted as 
ever they were in the darkest of dark ages, 
and it is noteworthy in this year of grace 
1890 that as many as twenty books on 
palmistry were published last year.— Lon­ 
don Herald.

EXCEPT h eer el f. 


Unhappy Lot of Those Who Are Obliged 
to Live With Her—The Slight Influence 
She Leaves When She Dies* 


There are some among us who are not 
content to rule their own affairs alone, says 
Harper's Bazar, but they must have a hand 
in ruling the afl'airs of every one else—the 
outgoing and incoming of all within their 
radius, the dress, the acquaintance, the 
reading, the conversation, the whole con­ 
duct of life of all others—as far as they 
can. These women rule their houses, they 
rule their husbands, they rule their neigh­ 
borhoods, but they have never learned to 
rule their own spirits. 
To these women it seems impossible that 
the world should go right except on the 
lines of their own direction; it would be a 
little wonderful that they could see the 
starry system sweep by without a sugges­ 
tion, or an endeavor to anange to their 
own convenience the hours of the rising 
and the setting of the sun, if it were not 
that to every tide the mandate of nature 
says: “Thus far and no farther;” and the 
tide of self-will is subject to the laws that 
govern all other tides. 
Early in life these women succeed either 
in bringing their husbands into subjection 
or in alienating their affections; or else 
they bring into the household an element 
and atmosphere of perpetual strife. They 
are women usually endowed with great vi­ 
tality, so that they live through every­ 
thing; and, although often fretful in­ 
valids, they arrive at old age still admin­ 
istering power. Perhaps, indeed, old age 
is the happiest time of all their conquest, 
for then they receive, on account of their 
years and the probable approach of death, 
an obedience and deference of willing sub­ 
jects, only a shadow of which was ren­ 
dered previously, and that grudgingly and 
by unwilling slaves. 
It does not matter to one of those 
women that her husband’s experience has 
undoubtedly given him a superior knowl­ 
edge of his own business; she directs there 
as everywhere. If it would be for the ad­ 
vantage of his affairs to move to another 
place, and she prefers to remain where she 
is, then the business remains with her, 
even to its extinction: if she prefers to 
move, although the business be best where 
it is, all is uprooted and put on wheels. 
It does not weigh with her that her chil­ 
dren have this, that, or the other bent for 
their walk in life; if it is not what she 
likes, they must be bent differently and to 
her will. 
Her children marry as they choose only 
if they have inherited her own spirit, or if 
by chance her selection and theirs coin­ 
cide; and even then she interferes, controls 
and restrains, or endeavors to do so; and 
the wife who has her for a mother-in-law 
knows that calamity is of long life. If any 
of her children are unmarried and remain 
at home, the life of the famous toad under 
the harrow is no worse than theirs; the 
food they eat, the dress they wear, the 
book they read, the street they walk, the 
hours they keep, are not matters of free 
choice; and as such a mother is apt to 
transmit her traits in more or less degree, 
that house is a seething volcano, and it is 
well realized there that better is a dry 
morsel aud quietness therewith than a 
house full of luxuries with strife. Not 
content with all her queening at home, she 
administers her charities—of which there 
are many, for they are a part of her sub­ 
jugating influences—with feudal mainten­ 
ance of her right of saying how those char­ 
ities shall be used. She gives the minister, 
too, instructions as to the conduct of his 
calling, and would fain tell the doctor 
what treatment he had best pursue at the 
sick-bed. 
When at last this masterful person dies, 
the local prints, the neighborhood, her 
little world in general, have a great deal 
to say aoout her marked character, her 
keen intellect, the strength of her person­ 
ality, the work that she accomplished and 
the power for good that she was in the 
community ; but no one has much to say of 
any love that was extended to her. As 
soon as decency and self-respect allow after 
her departure, all her practices are re­ 
versed. If she detained the family at 
home they are off to Europe ; if in confu­ 
sion, now there is peace ; the emotions that 
were kept under now show themselves, 
those that were exaggerated are now de­ 
pressed ; company is made welcome if it 
was previously forbidden, is excluded if it 
was previously enforced; there is extrava­ 
gance where there was economy ; there is 
restraint where there was profusion ; the 
whole action of the family resembles noth­ 
ing so much as that of the imp in the 
bpttle when the pressure is removed; and 
although usually, of course, nothing of the 
sort is intended, she is jnst as distinctly set 
at naught as if the fingers of derision were 
snapped in her face. 
Certainly happiness is by no means all 
there is to live for in this world, but yet 
we all welcome it, desire it and strive for 
it, more or less. It is hardly a question if 
this woman is so happy as some other 
woman who has pursued a course almost 
the reverse of hers, who has, as a prevail­ 
ing rule, yielded her will when it came 
into collision with that of others, except 
in cases where plain and absolute right 
and wrong were involved, and on whom 
our masterful friend would be ever ready 
to shower the arrows of her contempt on 
occasion, as a poor weakling without a 
mind of her own, born only to deteriorate 
the race. That weakling has not only 
made others around her happy, but in do­ 
ing so she has been happy herself. 
Our masterful one expects her way to 
give her the happiness she wants, and she 
has her way, but she never has her happi­ 
ness. Our considerate woman is not look­ 
ing for happiness, but she finds it, like a 
jewel dropped upon her path out of heaven. 
She has thwarted no purposes of individ­ 
uals, tried to thwart none of fate’s, with 
any arrogant idea that she knows best; she 
has assisted the development of character 
and fortune by intruding nothing and 
forcing nothing; she has ‘not had the 
cringing of slavish subordinates, but the 
love of worshipers; she has spoiled no 
tempers, broken no wills, injured no tem­ 
peraments, but has by her course increased 
the brightness and sweetness of the world 
till the very reaction alone has been 
enough to give her the best of the bright­ 
ness and sweetness She has forgotten 
herself, and has ended by having every 
one else remember her. The one has 
been dreaded, and her anger avoided; the 
other has been adored, and her approval 
solicited. Her presence has been the 
cloud of blessing: when she poes her loss 
is felt like the loss of sunshine. And so 
far as the purposes of fate have been con­ 
ceded, the masterful woman has been a 
let and hindrance, the insistence on her 
own will has been a bar in the wav, while 
the other woman has been an assistance 
and an instrument in the progress of the 
universe.

FREIGHT SHIPMENTS. 


potatoes, or abont 138,000 bushels. The 
shipments in pounds from the principal 
points were as follows: San Francisco, 
5,513,930: Sacramento, 2.196,400; Los An­ 
geles, 371,760; Colton, 157.890. In July 
the shipments were but a fraction of these 
quantities, and last year almost none were 
shipped. Aside from potatoes, the follow­ 
ing shipments of garden vegetables, 
amounting to about 100 carloads, were 
made in August last: San Francisco, 1,­ 
317,090 pounds; Stockton, 60,000; Los An­ 
geles, 567,280. The shipments of last year 
amounted to almost nothing. 
These figures do not represent the total 
vegetable shipments of the State and espe­ 
cially of the southern portion, as they do 
not include the shipments by the Santa Fe. 
These figures could not readily be ob­ 
tained, but they are very large and would 
greatly increase the totals given above. 
The explanation of this activity is, of 
course, the faiiure of the potato crop and 
the consequent scarcity in the East. Last 
winter California was supplied with pota­ 
toes from beyond the Rockies. Now the 
East is largely dependent on the Golden 
State. The ac'.ive shipments of August are 
continuing, and the size of the total draft 
of the East on California's stores of garden 
and field products for the season will be 
surprising in its magnitude and will repre­ 
sent new glory, advertisement and profit. 
The total shipments of green deciduous 
fruits for the season to September 13th by 
the Southern Pacific lines were 1.880 car­ 
loads. Tbe shipments of canned goods 
for August, in pounds, from three leading 
points, were as follows: San Francisco, 
9,623,000; Sacramento, 1,687,680; San Jose, 
2,698,900. 
The freight movement in the State by 
which this season is so decidedly marked 
shows no abatement. The overland ship­ 
ments eastward of all kinds of merchan­ 
dise duriDg August by the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company were as follows in pounds: 
San Francisco, 36,569,320; Oakland, 1,220,­ 
230; Sacramento, 20,658.820; San Jose,

The Governor Pardon» a San Francisco 
Man Convicted of Embezzlement. 
The Governor yesterday pardoned Chas. 
E. DeLay, who was convicted of embezzle­ 
ment in San Francisco, October, 1887, and 
sentenced to four years imprisonment. In 
granting executive clemency the Governor 
says:I have been repeatedly urged to grant 
this pardon by Mr. Fred. A. Gibbs, of the 
George W. Gibbs Company of San Fran­ 
cisco, who was foreman of the Grand Jury 
that indicted DeLay. He states that facts 
have been presented since DeLay’s convic­ 
tion whicb, had they been shown at the 
trial, a verdict of guilty would never have 
been found. The amount found to be due 
by the jury has been repeatedly tendered 
and as olten refused, and now a civil suit 
is about to be commenced against him for 
the sum of which was claimed to be due 
the prosecutor. He is satisfied the prosecu­ 
tion was for revenge, and the criminal 
Couits used for that purpose. Michael 
Nunan, the prosecuting attorney, states 
that since tbe conviction he has examined 
carefully into the circumstances attending 
the alleged embezzlement, and now feels 
that the prosecution instituted was not 
justified by the facts as they actually ex­ 
isted.

A n o th e r F in e H o rse a n d C a ttle S h o w -

T H E BALLOON A SCEN SIO N. 
After the stock parade throngs of people 
crowded about the spot where Professor 
Awerkamp was engaged io inflating his 
large balloon. A little after 11 o’clock 
everything was in readiness and the m on­ 
ster let go. Up it shot into the air, carrying 
the parachute attachm ent, with the daring 
young aeronaut hanginglo the trapeze. 
After going up a couple of hundred feet 
the balloon drifted off in a northerly direc­ 
tion. W hen about over the center of the 
Park, and probably 2 000 feet high, the par­ 
achute was detached and the aeronaut shot 
downward like a rock. Soon the parachute 
caught the air and spread open like a big 
umbrella, and the descent became more 
gradual. 
Awerkamp found that he was about to 
alight pretty hard on the roof of one of the 
low stables north of the grand stand, so, 
just as he got along side of it (the para­ 
chute was drifting westerly), he let go and 
dropped about fifteen teei to tfie ground, 
without injury. 
The balloon came down on Twentieth 
street, a few blocks farther toward the 
north levee. 
There will be another stock parade to­ 
morrow (Thursday) at 9 o’clock a . m ., to 
be followed by another balloon asceusion, 
and again on Saturday.

W ounded M en. T ell th e Story— 


B o th M ay L ive. 


T he news of the terrible shooting atlray 
on the Brighton read, w hich appeared in 
yesterday's R ecord U n ion, caused a pro­ 
found sensation about tow n. 
It was the 
m ain topic of conversatiou during the day. 
as nearly everybody knew or had heard of 
th e parties concerned. 
D eputy Coroner George H . Clark re­ 
turned from the scene of the tragedy early 
yesterday m orning w ith fall details of the 
sad affair. 
The story was substantially as 
published in this journal. 
It appears th at after Dr. M anlove had 
attended G lacken 
and his hired m an, 
w hose nam e is Fisher, Doctors H untington 
and P arkinson were telephoned for. 
They 
arrived at about 6 o'clock at G lacken's 
ranch. 
A fter holding a conversation the 
three doctors agreed th at it was necessary,

G lacken was inform ed, a£¿ —¿ consented. 
H e was tliéh placed under the influence of 
ether, and a thorough exam ination of his 
w ounds was m ade. 
It was found th at one 
of th e bullets from Tony M enke’s pistol 
had entered G lack-n’s body at a point a 
little above the left thigh bone, had plowed 
its way through the intestines and lodged 
ju st beneath th e ekin on the left side. 
A 
second bullet had cut through the right 
sleeve of his coat and shirt, barely grazing 
th e skin. 
T he physicians perform ed the 
delicate operation of cutt ng open Glack- 
e n ’s abdom en and cleansing the entrails. 
T hev had been cut iu five or six places, and 
th e openings were sewed up. 
T he task 
occupied over tw o hours, and at its con­ 
clusion the doctors stated that, in their 
opinion, Glacken had w hat they term ed a 
“fighting chance” for his life. 
F isher was next exam ined, but it was 
found th at he was not as dangerously in ­ 
ju red as was first thought, and he will no 
doubt recover. 
D r. H untington, accom panied by Dr. 
T hom a, of Reno, Nev.—who is in Sacra­ 
m ento on a visit— w ent out to G lacken’s 
place’yesterday afternoon, and found both 
G lacken and F isher resting easy. 
The 
doctors were 
considerably surprised at 
G lacken's im proved condition, and Dr. 
H untington states now th at unless a sud­ 
den change for th e worst occurs he will 
recover. 
F isher was apparently out of danger last 
evening. 
D eputy Coroner Clark w ent out to the 
scene of the shooting, also, yesterday after­ 
noon, and returned in the evening w ith 
th e body of M enke. T he body, upon super­ 
ficial exam ination, show s three w ounds— 
obe on the right leg, one on the left 
shoulder, and the last iu the head, w hich 
w as the fatal one. 
A n inquest w ill be held this evening in 
th e case. 
W hile out at G lacken's D eputy Clark 
took a statem ent from 
GlacKen. 
The 
w ounded m an was perfectly rational at the 
tim e, and told his story—and signed the 
D eputy's transcript in a cool and deliberate 
w ay. 
H is statem ent was as follows: 
“Charles F ish er (m y hired maD 
and 
m yself left m y ranch about 9 o'clock M on­ 
day, Septem ber 15, 1S90, for Sacram ento 
city. 
I bad a pistol w hen I left the ranch, 
bnt purchased another w hen I got to town 
and gave the one I carried to F isher, as I 
did not w ant to carry tw c. 
T he one I gave 
h im I considered a poor one. 
I con­ 
tem plated 
buying 
a 
pistol 
to 
keep 
in the house for so m etim e. 
I returned to 
th e ranch about 4:30 or 5 r. m. 
Papers of 
attachm ent had been served on m y crop, 
and I started for town again to give bonds 
and release m y crop. 
I got as far as 
P erk in s’, w hen I changed m y m ind, as I 
th ought it was too late. 
I turned around 
and started hom e. 
Charles Fisher was 
w ith m e all the tim e to drive the horse. 
W hen nearly in front of m y house, on the 
road, I m et T ony M enke. 
H e was in a 
cart. 
W e both stopped w ithout any word 
being spoken. 
I go: out ot m y cart aud 
w alked over to bis cart and ieaned on the 
wheel. 
“ I said, 
T ony, this is really too bad of 
th e old gentlem an to p ut m e to all this 
trouble, and as you know 30 m uch about 
it as you do, aud as you are influencing the 
old gentlem an, 
you 
ought 
to do w hat 
is fair 
and 
square.’ 
H e 
jum ped up 
on 
his 
feet, 
and 
then 
out 
of 
the 
cart, saying, ‘you lying — :---------------- ,’ and 
pulling the revolver fired. 
F isher had got 
out of my cart when he saw m e ju m p and 
got betw een us. 
I pulled m y pistol and 
shot at M enke. 
Fisher did not fire his 
pistol th at I know of. 
I do not know how 
m any shots were fired nor w hat shot h it 
m e.” 
Charles F isher also m ade a statem ent to 
th e D eputy Coroner, which wa9 as follows: 
“ I believe I am going to die. 
I am a 
native of G erm any, aged 41 years. 
I work 
for Jo h n J. G lacken on his hop ranch near 
B righton. 
T his evening G lacken and m y­ 
self were returning from Brighton and 
w hen in front of his (G lacken’s; house 
T ony Menke, who was in som e kind of a 
vehicle, called to G lacken and said som e­ 
thing about som e hops. 
“Glacken said he would settle it peace­ 
fully, if it could be done. 
Tony M enke 
then called him an Irish s — of a b 
. 
T hey then talked for a few m inutes, and 
then both got out of th eir vehicles. 
I 
thought there was going to be a fight, and I 
got out to stop it. 
I stepped in between 
them , and T ony M enke shot m e in the 
stom ach. 
I uni snre th at Tony M enke 
palled his pistol first. 
had it in his 
shirt bosom. 
W heu wg jMfre in the city 
th is m orning in the bugeK Glacken gave 
m e a pistol and said he had a new one, and 
th at he was having trouble w ith his kin 
folks. 
I did not see anything after I was 
shot. 
T his occurred M onday evening. Sep­ 
tem ber 15, 1890.” 
The pistol fouDd clutched in the right 
han d of Tony M enke was found to contain 
four em pty cartridge shells. 
Tw o shots 
had been fired from the pistol taken from 
G lacken, w hile th e pistol in the possession 
of Fisher had not been discharged at all. 
A ntone M enke, tbe deceased, was born in 
Sacram ento, and at tbe tim e of his death 
was going on his thirty-sixth year. H e left 
a wife. 
H e has been m arried twice. 
His 
first wife com m itted 9uicide som e years 
ago. 


CONGRESSIONAL. 


IS THE SENATE. 
Washington. September 16.h.—Vice-President 
Morton presided iu the Senate ti-day. 
The following bills were pas ed: The .Senate 
bill authorizing the Librarian of Congress to 
purchase, at not exceeding 530,dOO, Townsend's 
library of national, state and individual rec­ 
ords, concerning tbe origin, progress and con­ 
sequences of the late civil war. The Senate 
biii to grant a right of way through public lands 
for Irrigation purposes. 
The conference report on the railroad land 
forfeiture bill was resumed, and Morgan con­ 
tinued his argument agatust it. He spoke of 
the first section of the bill as unconstitutional, 
and said that tbe bill was amere sham and pre­ 
tense as a lorfeiture bill. It was nothing but.a 
political performancs. 
Bates also opposed the conference report, and 
asked where under the bill the forfeiture came 
in . 
Plumb said that it forfeited all lands which 
under the decision of the Supreme Court could 
be forfeited. It forfeited somewhere between 
seven and ten million acres. It confirmed not 
a single acre to any railroad company, and did 
not disturb the status of an acre granted to the 
railroad companies, except by terminating the 
right of the companies to build any moreof 
their roads, and by forfeiting the grants oppo­ 
site to tbe unoccupied portions. 
A vote was then taken and the conference re­ 
port agreed to—veas 20, nays 13—a strict party 
vote. 
The House anti lottery bill was ther taken 
from the calendar and passed without a word 
of discussion. 
On motion of Plumb, the Senate proceeded to 
the consideration of the House bill to repeal 
the timber culture laws. 
Plumb moved an amendment tn the nature ot 
a substitute. 
. 
Mandersou moved an amendment, providing 
that nb more than 6401 instead of 160) acres shall 
be embraced in oue town site entry. Agreed to. 
Plumb also moved to add to the substitute a 
new section, restricting reservoir siles to so 
much land only as is actually necessary for the 
construction and maintenance of reservoirs. 
Agreed to. 
Teller also offered an amendment (which was 
agreed to), giving the right-of-way through pub­ 


lic lands to canal or ditch companies formed 
for the purpose of irrigation. 
Sanders ofiered an amendment providing that 
in the gold and silver mining regions of the 
State of Nevada, and thosv States and Territo­ 
ries in which there are publ c lands containing 
timber, and where there is no Cnited States law 
authorizing the sale of 6uch tim ter lauds, the 
residents of such States or Territories, if prose­ 
cuted for cutting timber, may plead that it was 
cut lor agricultural or mining purposes. 
After 
some m -difiration, this was agreed to. 
Manderson moved to add a new section, set­ 
ting apait the Annette Islands in the A ltxaarer 
Archipelago, iu sou'heaslern Alaska, as a reser­ 
vation for rbeuseof the iletlakahtla ludiaDS, 
recently emigrated from British Columbia to 
Alaska^ and for such other Alaskan natives as 
mav join them. Agreed to. 
Tire substitute was then agreed to, and toe 
bill passed. 
The Senate bill lo establish a Cnited States 
Land Court was Isiú aside until to-morrow, and 
the Senate adjourned. 


I S THE HOUSE. 
Washington, September 16th.—The Senate 
bill pa- sed for the relief of Admiral S. P. Carter. 
On motion of Carter of Montana, the Senate 
amendment was concu-rcd in to the House bill 
authorizing the Secretary of the Iutenor to sub­ 
mit a Dropo-al for the sale of the western part 
ot the Crow Indian reservation in Moutana. 
The House then proceeded to the considera­ 
tion o.‘ the Knloe resolution relative to the Ken­ 
nedy speech. It directs the Clerk to communi­ 
cate to the Senate that the House reprobates 
and condemns Kennedy’s language as unpar­ 
liamentary. The pending question was on the 
print oi order against the resolution raised by 
Grosvenor of Ohio. 
Blount of Georgia, on arguing the point, re­ 
called the Bruoks-Sumner episode, and cited 
the action of the House in that case. Whenever 
a member of this body arraigned a Senator as a 
ielon and a traitor by reason of his conduct in 
regard to legislation, there could be no question 
but the character of the House was assailed. 
He (Blount) was not here to vindicate the 
character of the Senator from leuysyivsnia, 
He was not here to investigate whether or 
UOt u.e Charges made by the gentleman from 
Ohio were tnic ; hui the question of the char­ 
acter and dignity of the house was oue with 
w rick the members had something to do and 
for which the people would hold them to rigid 
responsibility. 
Tbe Chair overruled the point of order. 
Bayne of Pennsylvania offered u resolution 
reierring the Enloe resolution, together with 
Kennedv’s speech, to the Committee ou Judici­ 
ary, with instiuctions to report w ithin three 
days. 
Cannon of Illinois favored a reference of the 
resolution to the committee, in order that the 
House might act intelligently. Iu the present 
form of the resolution the whole speech, in­ 
cluding tbe unobjectionable portion, would be 
expunged from tbe Record. If it were adopted, 
the speech would be expunged, while most of 
the objectionable part of it cited by the gentle­ 
man from 'ieune-sce (Enloe) would remain as 
par. of his remarks. 
Enloe suggested that the gentleman from Illi­ 
nois was hardly the person io make reflections 
on another person's unparliamentary language. 
This led to a brief personal colloquy between 
Cannon. McMillan and Enloe. After further 
debate Enloe demanded the previous question 
upon his resolution, which was so m dtfied as 
to be the expression on the part of the House 
that it ‘ disapproves and condemns'' Kennedy’s 
speech, and a direction to the Public Printer to 
expunge it irorn the permanent Co I ¡ jr.r'i/iitol 
Record. 
Tne House rc-fused—yeas 83, nays 114—to order 
the previous question. 
Bayne ot Pennsylvania again offered a reso­ 
lution referring the wh .ie matter to the Judi- 
ctarv Commit ee. 
The clause requiring the 
committee to report within th r,e days was 
stricken out aud the resolution adopted—yeas 
124, navs5S. 
Boutelle of Maine, from the Committee on 
Naval Affairs, reported a resolution calling on 
the Secretary of the Navy for information as to 
whether the Bethlehem Iron Company is using 
for the manufacturo of steel gun forging for the 
United States navy ores imported from Cuba or 
any other foreign country 
a'so, whether ores 
suitable for suclt manufacture cannot be pro­ 
cured in the United states. Adopted. 
The Senate bill was passed opetrng 
the 
abandoned military reservation in Nevada to 
homestead entries.’ 
I he Speaker announced the appointment of 
the following conferees on the tariff bill: Mc­ 
Kinley, Burrows 
Bayne, Dingiey, Milis, Mc­ 
Millan and Flower. 
Adjourned.
